Mr. George Robinson experienced 
religion at about the age of 20, and em- 
braced principles that governed his con- 
duct in future life. He was an affec- 
tionate husband and parent; in the gov- 
ernment of his family, he was excellent, 
and in society, respected. He was an 
officer in the revolutionary war, and 
took a deep interest in the welfare of 
his country; he never had any thing to 
do in the law; he had few or no ene- 
mies, and departed this life in peace, 
Aug. 19, 1812, at the place of his na- 
tivity, aged 86. 

Mrs. Zipporah, widow of Mr. George 
Robinson, left Attleborough soon after 
the decease of her husband, to reside 
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with her children in the State of Maine; 
she was of an amiable disposition. affec- 
tionate to her family. “looking well to 
the ways of her household:” her chil- 
dren took great pleasure in providing 
for her happiness, and their kind and 
affectionate regards were duly appre- 
ciated by her. She died at Hallowell. 
March 15, 1825, aged 75.

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Mr. George Robinson, whose family 
is noticed on the preceding page, pro- 
fessed religion, at the age of about 20, 
he went into the ministry, and was or- 
dained at Killingly, Conn. about 1776, 
where he continued eight years, after 
which he moved to West Bridgewater, 
Mass. where he preached about fifteen 
years, when, from iil health, he was oblig- 
ed to discontinue his Jjabours in the min- 
istry; in 1799 he moved to Harvard, in 
Worcester co., where he soon regained 
his health, and preached to the Baptist 
society fourteen or fifteen years. He 
then left Harvard, and moved to Wil- 
mington, Vt. He has been in the min- 
istry fifty-five years, and his ministerial 
course has been prosperous, having bap- 
tized more than 200 persons. His be- 
loved wife, with whom he had lived 50 
years, died in Colerain, Mass. June 5, 
1827, aged 76.
